Halloween  found  the  Hyde  Chapel 
stage  bestrewn  with  corpses,  menaced 
by  a  villainous  Boris  Karloff  clone,  and 
clamorous  with  cries  of

Joseph  Kesselring's  classic  farce,  Ar- 
senic and  Old  Lace  —  about  the  two 
kindly  old  Brewster  sisters,  whose 
many  "charities"  extend  to  poisoning 
lonely  old  men  with  arsenic-laced 
wine  —  appeared  on  the  MUS  stage  for 
the  first  time  since  1971. 

In  this  revival,  Michael  Masterson 
deftly  portrayed  the  Brewster  nephew 
Mortimer,  a  New  York  drama  critic 
who  agonizes  over  revelations  of  his 
family's  eccentricities.  Not  only  do  his 
two  aunts  "mercifully"  dispatch  "their 
gentlemen"  to  a  better  world,  but  Mor- 
timer's brother  Teddy  (Jonathan 
Weinberg)  thinks  he's  Teddy  Roose- 
velt, and  the  black  sheep  brother  Jon- 
athan (John  Ballentine)  is  a  homicidal 
maniac  bent  on  upping  his  death  tally. 

After  Mortimer  has  discovered  the 
body  of  his  aunts'  most  recent  victim 
stashed  in  the  window  seat,  he  fran- 
tically tries  to  hide  it  from  Elaine 
Harper,  his  fiancee.   (Carol  Condon) 
and  a  parade  of  officious  policemen  (James  Taylor,  Marvin 
Palmer,  Andy  Turnage,  and  Satish  Jallepalli)  responding  to 
neighborhood  complaints  about  Teddy's  blaring  bugle  and 
stairway  reenactments  of  Roosevelt's  rush  up  San  Juan  Hill 
—  "Chaaaaarrrrge!" 

Meanwhile,  his  long  lost  brother,  Jonathan,  a  surgically 
transfigured  Karloff  lookalike  who  kills  at  the  slightest 
mention  of  this  resemblance,  has  reappeared  on  his  aunts' 
doorstep  with  his  plastic  surgeon/accomplice,  Dr.  Herman 
Einstein  (Cort  Winsett),  and  their  latest  victim,  a  Mr. 
Spinalzo.  Where  does  Spinalzo  end  up?  The  window  seat, 
of  course. 

Amidst  the  mayhem,  Delia  Hammond  and  Alice  Donahoe 
made  delightfully  pixilated  Brewster  sisters.  Strong  sup- 
porting performances  were  given  by  Bill  Murray  and  John 
Effinger.  Under  Mr.  Andy  Saunders'  experienced  direction, 
Mortimer,  the  two  sisters,  Teddy,  and  Dr.  Einstein  were 
particularly  funny  audience  favorites. 

With  behind-the-scenes  support  from  Mr.  Curt  Schmitt's 
gorgeously  detailed  set  design,  Jennifer  Davis'  directorial 
assistance,  and  William  Gotten's  able  management  of  the 
technical  aspects  of  the  production,  Arsenic  and  Old  Lace 
knocked  'em  dead  and  enjoyed  a  most  entertaining  res- 
urrection.

Despite  the  relative  inexperience  of 
the  varsity  golf  team,  the  Linksters 
posted  an  outstanding  7-4  season,  fin- 
ishing second  in  the  district  and  third 
in  the  region.

MUS  faced  the  1989-90  campaign 
with  only  two  players  possessing  var- 
sity experience.  Seniors  Thomas  John- 
son and  John  Roberts  provided  a  solid 
foundation  upon  which  to  build.  After 
participating  in  a  local  league  and  at- 
tending a  camp  at  Middle  Tennessee 
State  University  during  the  summer, 
seniors  Sellers  Shy,  Philip  Wunder- 
lich, Alan  Moore,  and  Andrew  Suth- 
erland, and  freshman  Hart 
Weatherford  were  able  to  join  veterans 
Thomas  Johnson  and  John  Roberts  in 
forming  the  nucleus  of  the  varsity. 

The  necessity  of  an  early  starting 
date  for  district  play  allowed  the  Owls 
only  two  non-district  games  before  en- 
tering district  competition.  MUS 
opened  the  season  impressively  with 
an  84-50  romp  over  Bishop  Byrne  and  a 
hard-fought  78-72  victory  over 
Overton.  Johnson  scored  32,  and  Rob- 
erts 20  in  each  of  the  first  two  games. 
Roberts  also  claimed  28  rebounds. 

The  Owls  then  opened  the  district 
schedule  by  beating  Ridgeway,  70-48, 
behind  Roberts'  11  points  and  12  re- 
bounds. Highly-regarded  ECS  was 
MUS'  next  victim  as  the  home- 
standing  Eagles  fell  61-48.  Out  of  the 
gate  with  a  4-0  record,  MUS  then  went 
into  a  shooting  slump  and  lost  to  Har- 
ding, Briarcrest,  ana  East  in  its  next 
three  district  games.  Roberts'  18  points 
and  10  rebounds  against  perennial 
state  power  East  was  the  only  bright 
spot  during  the  skid. 

The  East  Shelby  Classic  at  German- 
town  followed  the  semester  exam 
break,  but  the  Owls  appeared  sluggish 
from  exams  as  they  fell  victim  to  Col- 
lierville  and  then  to  Germantown.  Af- 
ter Christmas  vacation  MUS  journeyed 
to  Carbondale,  Illinois  to  participate  in 
the  prestigious  Illinois  Holiday  Tour- 
nament at  Southern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity's 11,000-seat  arena.  The  event 
proved  a  turnaround  for  the  Owls,  for 
they  captured  the  small-school  cham- 
pionship with  three  defeats  over  Il- 
linois schools. 

Although  narrowly  losing  to  large- 
school  champion  Carbondale,  MUS 
played  with  distinction  in  the  cham- 
pionship game  —  including  Johnson's 
career-high  38-point  performance.  For 
his  efforts  Johnson  was  named  tour- 
nament MVP.  Other  highlights  of  the 
tournament  were  Roberts'  rebound- 
ing, Wunderlich's  ball-handling  and 
play-making,  and  Weatherford's  scor- 
ing in  double  figures  in  all  four  games.

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Owls  Avenge  Early  Losses 

Last  Todd-Snowden  Game  Ends  with  Blast 


At  the  top  of  their  game,  a  confident 
MUS  squad  returned  to  Memphis,  fac- 
ing fifteen  games  in  January  and  Feb- 
ruary. The  Owls  captured  twelve  of 
the  fifteen,  with  two  of  its  three  losses 
coming  against  non-district  AAA  ri- 
vals White  Station  Spartans  and  state- 
ranked  CBHS  Purple  Wave.  MUS  ac- 
tually played  one  of  its  best  games  of 
the  season  against  CBHS  before  being 
thwarted  in  double  overtime  by  a  last 
second,  25-foot  3-pointer. 

In  addition  to  non-district  wins  over 
Memphis  Prep  and  Skyview,  the  Owls 
got  revenge  for  earlier  district  losses  to 
the  Harding  Lions  and  Briarcrest 
Saints.  The  only  district  team  to  defeat 
MUS  twice  was  the  East  Mustangs, 
who  became  the  eventual  15-AA  dis- 
trict champions.  The  Owls  swept  dis- 


trict games  from  ECS,  Ridgeway,  Cath- 
olic, Wooddale,  and  Covington. 

MUS'  second  victory  over  ECS  was 
perhaps  its  biggest  of  the  season.  ECS 
entered  the  game  ranked  No.  3  in  the 
state  and  was  the  only  team  to  defeat 
East  in  district  play.  Johnson  and  Rob- 
erts again  led  the  parade  en  route  to  a 
decisive  67-58  win.  Johnson  totalled  17 
points  and  12  rebounds  while  John 
"The  Body"  Roberts  racked  up  21 
points  and  9  big  rebounds.  ECS  left 
Todd-Snowden  Gymansium  with  only 
its  second  loss  of  the  entire  season,  but 
both  had  come  at  the  claws  of  the 
Owls. 

With  all  MUS  basketball  fans  eager- 
ly awaiting  the  move  into  a  new  bas- 
ketball facility  next  season,  Todd- 
Snowden  was  the  site  of  an  Owls' 


game  for  the  last  time  on  February 
1990.  The  "Owls'  Nest,"  as  Tod 
Snowden  was  often  called,  went  out 
fine  fashion  as  the  Owls  devastatt 
Wooddale  87-69  in  a  bone-breakii 
brawl.

JV  Buzzards  Hang  Tough  in  Season  Finale 


This  year's  JV  basketball 
team  did  what  only  one  East

Under  the  spirited  lead- 
ership of  Coaches  Bobby  Al- 
ston, Ed  Batey,  and  Barry 
Ray,  the  1990  varsity  track 
team  put  forth  their  best  ef- 
forts to  clench  an  impres- 
sive fourth-consecutive  1st 
place  at  the  Region  3  A-AA 
track  meet  by  racking  up  a 
record-breaking  168  points. 
In  addition  to  their  success 
at  the  Regional  this  year,  the 
team's  year-round  hard 
work  also  paid  off  when 
they  placed  a  respectable 
ninth  at  the  State  meet.  In- 
dividually, several  MUS 
tracksters  accomplished 
equally  outstanding  feats:  in 
the  pole  vault,  all-around 
athlete  Perry  Wilson  cleared 
a  magnificent  13'0"  to  land 
2nd  place,  and  Marc  Mac-

SC  Changes  Voting

Advisers  Review  Smooth  Year 


The  1990  Owl's  history  began  even  be- 
fore the  '89  book  was  completed.  Because 
too  many  rising  seniors  were  qualified  to 
serve  as  editor-in-chief,  our  choice  of  Da- 
vid Sacks  for  the  post  met  with  mixed  staff 
reactions.  Some  students  even  wrote  to  the 
Owl's  Hoot  challenging  the  selection  pro- 
cess. Several  of  89's  strongest  contributors 
chose  not  to  participate  in  the  '90  Owl. 
Others  began  planning  for  "Breaking  New 
Ground"  and  bringing  the  annual  MUS 
chronicle  into  the  last  decade  of  the  cen- 
tury. 

"New  Ground"  innovations  in  this 
year's  book  are  extensive:  largely  elimi- 
nating the  cliquishness  seen  in  previous 
books,  employing  a  Macintosh  "Page  Mak- 
er" high-tech  layouts  in  the  Academics 
section,  shooting  a  double-gate-foldout- 
color-insert,  using  more  section  co-editors 
than  previously,  developing  the  theme  and 
cover  at  the  01'  Miss  Yearbook  Workshop, 
holding  summer  training  sessions  for  new 


editors,  laying  out  more  color  spreads  than 
ever  before,  testing  new  films  and  pro- 
cesses, scanning  in  pictures  and  graphics, 
data-basing  advertisers,  planning  a  publi- 
cations production  lab,  and  providing  lead- 
ership in  desktop  publishing  for  other 
school  publications. 

Intra-staff  relations  have  been  more  har- 
monious than  in  recent  years.  Planning  has 
been  more  effective,  assignments  and  in- 
structions clearer,  responsibility  better  de- 
fined, and  authority  less  challenged.  Al- 
though some  section  editors  have  missed 
in  house  deadlines,  in  plant  deadlines  have 
been  met  almost  painlessly.  Other  sections 
working  ahead  have  been  able  to  cover  for 
unexpected  delays.  To  mid-May  there 
have  been  no  firings,  no  all-night  stands, 
and  no  one  has  "lost  it"  emotionally.  The 
hassle-free  achievements  of  this  year's 
book  are  mainly  attributable  to  the  strong 
leadership  of  David  Sacks  as  Editor-in- 
Chief. 


In  addition,  many  section  editors  were 
exceptionally  diligent  or  turned  in  strong 
or  innovative  performances:  Shane  Luttrell 
on  Student  Life  (and  just  about  everything

Each  year  the  Honor  Council  faces 
challenges  —  some  old,  some  new.

The  Red  and  Blue  Society  acknowl- 
edges the  significance  of  character,  in- 
ducting seniors  who  demonstrate  ex- 
ceptional leadership  and  service, 
virtues  which  lie  at  the  heart  of  the 
MUS  tradition. 

Cum  Laude  is  the  most  academically 
oriented  of  the  societies;  senior  mem- 
bers must  possess  a  grade  point  av- 
erage of  at  least  88,  and  juniors  must 
have  a  90.

Students  Improve  Community 


Under  the  leadership  of  Civic  Service 
Executive  Committee  Chairman  Philip 
Wunderlich  and  Vice  Chairman  Andy 
Turnage,  the  students  of  MUS  gave  near- 
ly 1,500  hours  —  over  60  days  of  their 
time  —  to  the  cause  of  community  ser- 
vice. MUSers  participated  in  many  proj- 
ects and  events  sponsored  by  the  Civic 
Service  Executive  Committee  in  the 
spirit  of  civic  improvement. 

One  focus  of  the  MUS  Civic  Service 
Program  is  aid  for  the  physically  im- 
paired. To  this  end,  students  led  by  Ber- 
nard Myers  aided  the  Raymond  Skinner 
Center's  project  with  Goal  Ball,  a  fast- 
paced  sport  specifically  designed  for  the 
blind  and  played  with  a  special  bell- 
containing  ball.  MUSers  also  made  visits 
to  the  Alzheimer's  Day  Care  Center. 
"This  is  a  serious  project,"  stated  activity 
leader  Larry  Goldsmith.  "The 
Alzheimer's  Center  makes  the  patients 
feel  better  about  themselves,  as  well  as 
giving  the  students  an  idea  of  what  some 
people  go  through  every  day."  Coors  Ar- 
thur and  Bert  Robinson  regularly  led 
students  to  the  Sunshine  Home;   here 


they  conversed  with  the  elderly  men, 
who  often  had  many  a  tale  to  spin  from 
their  long  lives.  In  addition,  the  Civic 
Service  Committee  also  sponsored  the 
Special  Cargo  project,  in  which  Sid  Wil- 
liamson brought  a  group  of  students  to 
teach  handicapped  children  how  to  ride 
horses,  and  United  Cerebral  Palsy  pro- 
grams such  as  "The  Great  Rubber  Ducky 
Race."  Carter  Campell  and  Graham  Sex- 
ton could  often  be  seen  leading  MUS 
students  to  Le  Bonheur,  to  give  gifts  to 
the  ill  children  and  generally  try  to 
brighten  the  patients'  day. 

Furthermore,  the  Civic  Service  Com- 
mittee contributes  time  and  effort  to 
help  the  less  fortunate.

"Breaking  new  ground"  is  certainly 
applicable  to  this  year's  literary  mag- 
azine, the  MUSe.

Following  the  lead  of  the  Owl  and 
Owl's  Hoot,  the  1990  MUSe  utilized 
advanced  desktop  publishing  technol- 
ogy for  production.  "We've  gotten 
much  more  layout  freedom  and  ac-

What  do  we  learn  when  we 
look  at  the  world  through 
the  history  and  social 
studies  classes  at  MUS? 
We  learn  about  the  forces 
that  have  shaped  our  world. 
MUS  offers  more  than  a 
dozen  history  and  social 
studies  courses  to  insure 
that  our  graduates  have  a 
more  than  adequate 
background  for  their 
college  work. 

The  History  Department's 
curriculum  is  currently 
undergoing  change  to 
strengthen  its  offerings. 
This  year's  seventh  graders 
are  taking  World  Area 
Studies  instead  of  American 
History,  which  will  be 
followed  by  Ancient  and 
Medieval  History  in  the 
eighth  grade.   Other 
required  courses  include 
Modern  World  History  and 
American  History  in  the 
Upper  School,  whereas 
elective  offerings  include 
Advance  Placement  American 
and  Modern  European 
History,  American  Politics 
and  Government,  Economics, 
Psychology,  Recent  American 
History,  and  TT.  S.  Military 
History.   Humanities  may  be 
taken  for  history  elective 
credit  and  a  Memphis 
History  course  is  available 
if  there  is  sufficient 
student  interest . 

The  courses  available 
cover  the  broad  spectrum  of 
human  activity  from  the 
dawn  of  history  to  the 
post-industrial  age  as  it 
has  developed  around  the 
globe.   Students  graduating 
from  M.U.S.  take  a  strong 
exposure  to  cultural 
literacy  with  them.

Beyond  the  structured  curricula 
of  math  and  science,  the  MUS 
student  must  gain  an  understanding 
of  his  creative  ability  and  his 
religious  beliefs.   This  need  is 
filled  by  such  courses  as  Applied 
Art  I  and  II,  Religion,  and 
Ethics.   Says  soul-searcher  Brian 
Rafter,  "Although  I  haven't  taken

The  diverse  religions  represented 
in  the  MUS  student  body  are 
equally  matched  by  the  diverse 
classes  offered.   The  courses 
range  from  New  and  Old  Testament 
to  the  religions  of  the  Middle 
East.   t.  cause  of  this  variety, 
MUS  students  are  able  to 
experience  the  religions  of  the 
world  without  leaving  campus.

We 
have  no  idea  what  religion  he's 
referring  to,  but  it's  probably 
one  of  those  Middle  Eastern  ones, 
don't  you  think? 

MUS  also  recognizes  that  certain 
spiritual  needs  can  be  satisfied 
only  by  the  arts.   "I  just  like 
the...  colors...  swirling  about 
me, "  articulates  artist 
extraordinaire  Rob  Gowen.   For 
those  with  less  graphic  ability, 
Music  Appreciation,  Music  Theory, 
Concert  Choir,  and  Cinema  provide 
alternative  sources  of  artistic 
expression.    And  for  seniors 
wiling  to  face  the  ultimate 
challenge  of  culture  and  art,  the 
infamous  Humanities  course,  a.k.a. 
"everything  you  wanted  to  know 
about  Western  Civilization  but 
were  afraid  to  ask, "  offers 
perhaps  the  most  extensive 
examination  of  man's  soul  since 
Plato's  Academy.  Faced  with 
perhaps  the  most  daunting  task  of 
all  (i.e.,  endowing  future  lawyers 
and  businessmen  with  a  sound  sense 
of  ethics),  Mr.  Barry  Preston  says

Students  scoring 
between  180  and  195  will  receive  a  Letter  of  Com- 
mendation, while  those  scoring  over  195  will  qualify  to 
be  a  National  Merit  Scholar.  Traditionally,  all  Juniors  are 
nervous  about  PSAT  scores,  but  the  class  as  a  whole 
always  scores  high  marks  and  qualifies  quite  a  few  stu- 
dents for  awards.

I  won't  lie  to  you.  I  could  have  prepared  myself  for 
the  rigors  of  putting  together  the  '90  Owl  no  more  than 
I  could  have  prepared  myself  for  being  struck  by 
lightning.
